LONDON, July 24.—The government 
has received a dispatch from Maj.

Find “Lost” Americans. 

VLADIVOSTOK, July 11.—Delayed. 
—[{By the Associated Press.]—Com- 
munication was re-established today 
with the American military colywmn in 
the Suchan district after more than 
a week's interruption. 

The American troops, which had bees 
clearing out the bands of bolsheviki 
in the Suchan valley, suffered two 
men killed and eleven wounded during 
a week's skirmishing. 

News from the American detach- 
ments came when the American 
cruiser Albany and the British 
cruiser Carlisle, convoying supplies, 
entered America bay, sixty miles 
southeast of here, and found that 
the American troops had reached there 
after their trip down the valley. 

Release All Prisoners. | 

Five American soldiers, captured 
from the detachment on June 22 by 
the bolsheviki, were released later and 
reported they were well treated, but 


them with death. The Americans said 
they were given a choice between liv- 
ing with the bolsheviki, sharing their 
poor food, which usually was fish and 
onion top soup, or boardinge with a 
peasant family at 6 rubles a day— 
about 10 cents {n American money. 
The Americans boarded. 

With the release of five men, it was 
announced, the bolsheviki in Siberia 
have no American prisoners. 

| Capture, Some Positions. 

The skirmishing campaign under- 
taken by the American detachment 
after five of its men were captured 
resulted in scattering the bolsheviki 
into the hills and thoroughly routing 
them. ' 

A number of towns and villages were 
occupied by the Americans. On July 
2 the village of Novitskaya was taken 
and on July 3 the bolsheviki were 
cleared out of Kazanka and Frolovka. 
The next day the Americans rested. 
The column started for America bay 
on July 6 and after a fifteen hour 
march took Viadimir, a fortified town. 
The next day the patrol detachment 
got in communication with the tand- 
ing party at Albank. | 

Japanese Give Support. 

A company of Japanese troops co- 
operated with the Americans in their 
‘skirmish ‘and the Japanese now are 
sending an expedition through the 
Suchan valley. 

In the Kangaus district American 
and Russian troops attempting to re- 
establish rail communication with 
Suchan, engaged the bolsheviki near 
Gordiavka. In this engagement one 
“American was killed and four wound- 
ed. The Russians lost three killed and 
seven wounded. Six bolsheviki were 
known to have been killed and seven 
wounded.

“My ‘Dear Mr. Haye: In what I said 
yesterday I did not go over the vari- 
ous interpretations and reservations be- 
cause I thought that in our previous 
correspondence they were sufficiently 
explained. I think it wise, now that I 
have formulated them, after a good 
deal of thought, te take up my reasons 
in detail for suggesting them. 

'“ Speaking generally, I wish to em- 
phasize my conviction that the United 
States senate might well ratify the 
present treaty without any reserva- 
tions or interpretations. I am confident 
that the actual operation of the treaty 
after ratification would bring about ex- 


actly the same result as that which. 


would be attained by the acceptance of 


' these interpretations and reservations, 
but it seems to me to be the part of/ 


statesmen to recognize the éxigencies, 


personal, partisan, and political, of a! 


situation in seeking. to real 
progress and reform. 


Cites Mistakes of Wilson. 


“The situation which confronts us 
now in reference to the ratification of 
the treaty is one created by very seri- 
ous mistakes of policy committed by 
Mr. Wilson. 

“The partisan character of his “ad- 
ministration during the war, together 
with his appeal to his countrymen to 
@lect a Democratic congress in Novem- 
ber, 1918, created a condition of per- 


 gonal and political antagonism toward 


him among Republican leaders which 
‘was shared by a majority .of the Amer- 
ican people. 

“This was shown in the epeulte of 
the election. Notwithstanding this, Mr. 
Wilson persisted in continuing the 
same partisan exclusion of Republicans 
in dealing with the highly important 
matter gf settling the results of the 
war. 

“He seleeted a commission in which 
the Republicans had no representation 
and in which there were no prominent 
Americans of any real experience and 
leadership of public opinion. With such 
a.commission, his unusual course. in 
going abroad himself, as president, 
greatly emphasized the personal ele- 
ment in the frafning of the treaty and 
intensified the general tendency to op- | 
pose anything.that, he might bring 
home, because of his apparent wish to 
dictate the policy of the world and to 
monopolize the credit for it. 

Some Defects Due President. 

_@I feel that some of the defects of 
the leagve of nations are due to him. 
I am confident that he prevented the 
adoption of the plan of the League to 
Enforce Peace in respect to an. inter- 
national court and the settlement of 
justiciable questions. 

“This was, as I am advised, in the 
English plan, but was studiously omit- 
ted from the very satisfactory Amer- 
ican plan. His prejudice against courts 
is well known. 

“Article X., I think, is due to him 
primarily, because it is merely the em- 
bodiment. of the last of his: fourteen 
points. While it came from his sugges- 
tion, however, it suited the demands of 
the French, so far as it went, and I 
believe it to be now the heart of the 
ledgue intending to unite the forces-of 
the world in police duty to suppress 
wars of conquest. 


Can Remedy Defects.

a number of Republican senators and 
have endangered the ratification of 
the league by two-thirds of the senate.

Nineteen Republican votes are needed, 
and the question is how they can be 
secured. I don't think they can be se- 
cured except by relieving their con- 
sciences through reassuring interpreta:

“To repeat, I am strongly in favor 
of ratifying. the treaty as it is. 
“Were I in the senate I would not 
hesitate to ‘vote for it, but the situa- 
tion may require concession to 
ratification, and I suggest what I have 
already sent to you, a copy of which 
I inclose, as somethigg that will se- 
cure a useful league of nations, which 
be improved and which at 
same time may satisfy the genuine

Explains His Interpretations. 


“Coming now to’ specific interpre- 
tations, it seems to me that the first 
achieves all that the draftsmen of 
the withdrawal clause intended, and 
as thus interpreted relieves that clause 
from a possible construction by which 
the actual withdrawal on two years’ 
notice might be greatly hindered 
through the claims of the other mem- 
bers of the league. 

“The second interpretation has to 
do with the presence in the league, as 
members ,of self-governing dominions 
or colonies of a home government, also 
member. 

“ Certainly, In a small body like that 
of the council, it would be unfair to 
have a home government represented 
and also one of its dominions or colo- 
nies, and I cannot think it was the 
intention of the framers of. the cove- 
nant that this might happen. 

| Results Are Not Excluded. 
“Yet I am bound to say that such 
a result is not excluded by the pres- 
ent language of the covenant in article 
X. and article IV.; nor does the lan- 
guage of article XV. necessarily ex- 
clude from the tribunal to recommend 
a settlement of a dispute, a home 
government where one of its dominions 
or colonies is ‘a party, nor does it 
exclude a dominion or col- |’ 
ony from such tribunal where the 
home government r be a party; yet, 
“T have no doubt t both of these 
exclusions were intended by the fram- 
ers of the covenant. Nor is there any 
express description of the function to 
be performed by the council or the as- 
sembly under article XV. so as to re- 
quire that it should act judicially and 
according to international law or equi- 
ty and justice. 


Supplies Root Cure. 
“T have no doubt that it was intend- 
ed that the language of the preamble 
should characterize the function of the 
duties of the councfl or assembly un- 
der article XV and therefore that the 
language I have introduced in the sec- 
ond interpretation is merely giving ex- 


ferred as the intention of the framers 
of the covenant. ‘I may say that it 
supplies that which Mr. Root forcibly 
represented as @ defect of the cove- 
nant. 

“The third interpretation is an ex- 
act legal construction of the effect of 
article X, and I do not see how any of 
the signatory powers can object to it. 
The conclusions in respect to the func- 
tion of congress under this article is 
the necessary result of the distribution 
of power under our constitution, to 
Which none of the associate members 
of the league can object. 

. International Law Statement. 
“The fourth interpretation is a 
mere statement of international law

_ Answers All Criticisms. 

“These interpretations, it seems to 
me, reasonably answer all the reason- 
able or sincere criticisms made against 
the league except as they are met by 
the single reservation as to Article X, 
which is suggested at the close.

‘MORE ABOUT FISH DISEASES. 


E are sure that if anglers and 
market fishermen understood 
certain , ‘fish, diseases they 


sick and dead fighes in the water or 
even .burying. them or using them. for 
fertilizing nearby farm lands. Burning 
and fishes. 


the protozoa are not deadly of 
but in the resultant ulcers 
bacilli develop: which are discharged 
into the water when suppuration takes 
place and dthér fishes become infected. 
It. will be noted that nearly all fish 
epidemics o¢cur immediately , the 
heavy storms, whieh accounts for 
idea, held by many lake and river men, 
that the fishes die in or 


storm stirs up the water and dissemi- 
nates .the parasites and bacilli that 
| were left in the water from the last 
epidemic due to carelessness in dispos- 
ing of the sick and dead. This, in our 
opinion, is what took place at Bass 
lake, Indiana, last year, and-at Maxin- 
kuckeeé lake this season. 
ticed that epidemics travel from lake | 
to lake in the same vicinity—more eyi- 
dence of improper “cleaning up” 
methods. 


Another source of error is the fact 
that fishes that die during these epi- 


of fungus. As a matter of fact, the 


fungus usually attacks the ulcer re- 
sulting from other diseases, usually 
parasitic protozoa, which attack the 
parts where fungus is always found 
on dead fishes: base of tall and fins and 
gills ‘and ‘the urinary and gall bladders. 


Until such time as the states detail 
their wardens to clean up lakes and 
rivers, regularly, resort owners, resi- 
dents, and market fishermen should ap- 
point themselves committees of one to 
pick up and destroy all sick and dead 
fishes and run any one out of gas who 
throws scraps from the cleaning cs 
mae the water.

BY FRANK RIDGWAY. 


Along with the destructive plant in- 
sects this year has come the pest 
known as the gall fly or midge that 
attacks the chrysanthemum. The gall 
fly was noticed in a few greenhouses 
in the United States two or three years 
ago, and now it has been reported by 
many chrysanthemum growers scat- 
tered over a wide area in this country. 

It causes unsightly galls on the 
leaves of chrysanthemums and curls 


‘lor crumples them, thus weakening the 


plants. This in turn, affects the size, 
color and beauty of the bloom. Con- 
sequently, the. grower receives less for 
his flowers on the market; or, if they 
are grown for home use, they lose their 
beauty and are worthless. 

Two ways have been found to elim- 
inate the gall fly. One is by burning 
tobacco stems in greenhouses, the other 
is by spraying t™® plants with nico- 
tine sulphate. Probably the most ef- 
fective results are obtained where the 
nicotine sulphate’ solution is used, if 
it is applied at the proper tinse. 

_Entomologists of the United States 
department of agriculture have given 
this pest careful study during the last 
few years and have found that fully 95 
per cent of the gall flies emerge from 
the gall on chrys8enthemums as adults 
after midnight. If tobacco stems are 
burned as a means of control, the work 
must be done after midnight, since 
the fumes are effective for only a

Divini ity Student Lost 
‘an Crystal Lake 


Tragedy. 


A. G. Bain, 32 years old, 830 North 
boulevard, Oak Park, barber and divin 
ity student, yesterday was drowned in 
Crystal lake while trying to save a boy 
friend. Bain sank while engaged in a 
struggle to break the hold of Ralph 
Gillis, 16 years old, 102 Home avenue, 
Oak Park, who was also drowned. 

Bain met death in his second effort 
of the afternoon as a life saver, having 
a few moments before saved Bessie 
Gillis, 9 years old, the younger sister 
of Ralph. 


Bain, while studying for the minis- 
try, had been working as a barber 
for some time and became acquainted 
with the Gillis family through Ralph, 
the sole support of his widowed mother 
and two sisters, Bessie, 9 years old, and 
Beatrice, 13 years old. 

For the last two weeks the family 
had looked forward eagerly to the out- 
ing promised them by Bain, and yes- 
terday morning he drove to the house 
early with his automobile. The mother 
and her three children motored with 
Bain to Crystal lake to spend several 
days. At 2:30 o’clock in the after- 
noon the chfldren and Bain decided 
to go bathing. A short time later 
Bessie stepped out of her depth into 
the hole some distance from shore and 
screamed for aid. Both Bain and 
Ralph Gillis, her brother, swam toward 
her. 


Bain reached the girl first and 
pulled her into shallow water, while 
her mother and sister cheered him. 
While the hysterical mother on the 
shore was still shouting her thanks 
to Bain there came a cry of distress 
from Ralph. The rescuer swam to the 
boy, and reached him just as his head 
bobbed above the surface. An arm 
shot out and RaJ»oh had taken a death 
hold on Bain. | 

Watchers on the shore saw the man 
and boy struggle in the water, Bain 
trying vainly to break the hold. The 
struggle was brief. Both sank from 
view and failed to arise. The bodies 
were recovered.
